natural 
gas supplies 
beyond their 
limit, forced widespread school and 
industry shutdowns, and now are be­ 
lieved a threat to health and safety. 
Rhodes’ action Sunday, after a two- 
day series of hastily called weekend 
m eetings 
with 
fuel 
industry 
spokesm en, lab or, 
business, and 
government officials, stopped short of 
what some wanted -th e declaration of 
an energy crisis. 
The .state’s Energy Research and 
Development 
Agency 
(ER D A ), 
at 
another special m eeting Sunday, 
advocated 
the 
m ore 
seribus 
designation, saying it would give the 
governor authority to mandate energy 
controls, not just ask for cooperation. 
However, at a late Sunday news 
conference, Rhodes pointed out, and 
legislative leaders agreed, that the law 
enabling him to declare a crisis con­ 
tained no enforcement or penalty tools. 
All the testimony at the series of 
Saturday and Sunday hearings, he 
said, indicated that the only area in 
which Ohio can make further substan­ 
tial gas savings is residential. 
He said the state has no way to 
determining who is violating a man­ 
dated, 65-degree therm ostat, and that 
while he might want to try something 
more drastic later, “ we’ve got to give 
the people the chance to cooperate.” 
Rhodes said he is asking the news 
media 
to 
help the 
campaign 
for 
voluntary conservation, and that he 
either will make a televised appeal 
himself or ask Ohio’s clergymen to join 
in such an effort. 
The 67-year-old 
governor 
clearly 
was perplexed with lawyers around 
him debating what can be done or 
cannot be done under a 1974 energy 
law, which so far has done little but 
confuse. 
“ I don’t care if it is a crisis, an 
emergency, or a catastrophe — it’s all 
the sam e. We have to do what we can, 
and now, not next y ear,” he declared. 
Rhodes’ pitch for voluntary controls 
asks residential natural gas users to 
observe 65-degree settings in daytime 
and 55 degrees at night, to close off 
unused rooms, utilize fireplaces where 
possible and reduce therm ostats to 45 
for vacations. 
For shops, stores, and other business 
places, including offices, he is asking 
the sam e tem perature controls and 
adding a request to turn off hot water 
in rest rooms. Schools, which would 
have been forced to close for 30 days 


under ERDA’s recommendation for 
mandatory controls, are asked by the 
governor to observe 65-degree tem ­ 
peratures. 
Many schools around the state have 
closed voluntarily since the crunch 
began. A m anufacturers’ spokesman 
estimated Sunday that about 25,000- 
30,000 factory workers have been sent 
home, and predicted the figure will 


reach 100,000 by Feb. I when further 
major industrial gas curtailments are 
planned. 
House Speaker Vernal G. Riffe J r ., 
D-89 New Boston, and Senate Majority 
lead er Oliver Ocasek, D-27 Akron, 
appeared with the governor to an­ 
nounce the special session of the legis­ 
lature, which was to have been in 
recess until Feb. I. 


Ocasek said the special session was 
called so that the lawmakers “will be 
prepared to act immediately in the 
light of Ohio’s present energy situ­ 
ation.” 
Rhodes’ declaration of an energy 
emergency was in the same form as 
one he issued Thursday for the 24- 
county area served by the Dayton 
Power & Light Co. This time, however, 


the order applies statewide. 


Rhodes made no requests for schools 
to close, at least for the time being, and 
no mention was made to limiting 
business operations throughout 
the 
state to 40 hours a week. Hie state 
energy agency, in Rhodes’ absence 
last week, sought to shut down schools 
and restrict business operations in 


Dayton only to learn it lacked the 
authority. 
Rhodes said he is asking the Ohio 
National Guard, along with the state’s 
mayors, to be ready to deal with 
“human and logistics emergencies,” 
such as disruptions in fuel supplies. 
The governor announced the for­ 
m ation of an energy em ergency

Carter Wants A-Test Halt, Arms Sales Curbs 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Carter is calling for a halt to all 
nuclear 
testin g , 
‘‘instantly 
and 
completely,” as part of a broader 
program to curb the spread of nuclear 
weapons and ultimately ban them 
from the earth. 


In his first interview as President, 
conducted Sunday for publication 
today, C arter acknowledged that he 
did not know whether the Soviet Union 
would agree to his proposal for a quick 
halt that would stop even underground 
testing. But, he said, “ They have sent 
an encouraging message back.” 
The fledgling President, meeting in 
his Oval Office with four reporters for 
The 
Associated 
Press 
and 
United 
Press International, also expressed 
optimism that there will be “ fairly 
rapid ratification” of a new strategic 
arm s lim itation tre a ty 
with 
the 
Soviets. 
And he said his National Security 
Council is in agreement on the need to 
reduce overseas sales of American- 
made weapons, but that he does not 
anticipate “ a moratorium” on such 
sales. 
On strategic arm s talks, 
Carter 
hinted that he might be willing to 
bypass for later consideration a long­ 
standing EastW est debate over how to 
deal with the U.S. cruise missile and 
Soviet backfire bomber in any new 
strategic arm s pact. He declared: “I 
would not let those two items stand in 
the way of some agreem ent.” 
Asserting that he “very deeply” 
meant what he said in his inaugural 
address about ultimately eliminating 
all nuclear weapons everyw h ere, 
carter, in his most detailed national 
security-foreign policy statement to 
date, envisioned a three-step effort 
aiming toward that end.

And, the President said, the United 
States will use “every means available 
to us" to keep nuclear arm s from 


spreading to countries that do not have 
them now. 


C arter's apparent optunisin about 
prospects for negotiations with the 
Soviets was matched by an expression 
of confidence that a Middle East peace 
conference is “very likely this year.”

Palestinian representation at such a 
meeting, the President said the m atter 
has 
not 
been 
decided 
but 
that 
P alestin ian 
participation 
‘‘would 


probably be as part of one of the Arab 
delegations.” 
In a relaxed mood, ( ’arter spoke 
softly, discussing these other topics, 
ranguig from personnel problems to a 
self-confessed awe at finding himself 
living in the home of presidential 
giants of history: 
“ I feel quite at ease about the

Military Pensions Seen Out Of Hand 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The Pen­ 
tagon will pay more to retired military 
personnel this year than the Army 
pays to all active duty soldiers. 


This growing pension expense is 
more than the Air Force has budgeted 
this year to buy planes and missiles. 
And it is more than this year’s Navy 
budget for shipbuilding. 
Since 1962, the total defense budget 
has almost doubled, rising from $51.1 
billion to this year’s $100.1 billion. But 
the cost of military pensions has grown 
nearly tenfold to $8.2 billion. 
In 1962, military pensions amounted 
to 
134 
per 
cent 
of 
the 
Defense 
Department 
budget. 
For 
1977, the 
pensions amount to 8.2 per cent of the 
defense budget. 
In the next fiscal year, the cost will 
probably reach $9 billion, and it will be 
pushing $10 billion in the year after 
that. 
Unless changes are made in the 
system, the annual pension cost could 
exceed $30 billion by the year 2000, 
according to 
an 
estim ate 
by 
the 
congressional G eneral Accounting 
Office. That estim ate is based on hold­ 
ing inflation to 5 per cent a year until 
then. 
The GAO also estimated that the 
nation would spend a total of $424 
billion on military pensions between 
now and the end of the century. That’s 
more than the current annual federal 
budget and almost equal to two-thirds 
of the national debt. 
The costs of military pensions have 
grown rapidly because they are 
pegged to active-duty pay, which has 
been 
increased to 
attract an 
all­ 
volunteer force. 
The number of military pensioners 


also has more than doubled since 
before the Vietnam war. There now 
are more than I million persons getting 
Pentagon pensions, and the number is 


expected to increase to 1.3 million by 
1980

tops the $8.19 billion budgeted for pay,

U.S. Contribution 
M a y Be Increased 


Two Fires Strike County 


BRUSSELS, Belgium (A P) — Vice 
President Walter F . Mondale told the 
North Atlantic Alliance today that 
President Carter is considering in­ 
creases in the U.S. contribution to the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
despite his plans to cut the Pentagon 
budget. 


Mondale, in a speech to the North 
A tlantic 
Council, 
said 
the 
new 
President is determined to reduce 
waste and inefficiency in U.S. military 
spending. 


"His 
new 
budget 
and these ef­ 
ficiencies 
will 
not 
result 
in 
any 
decrease in planned investments in 
NATO defense, and these plans involve 
some growth,” Mondale said. 
He added that Carter told him he is 
prepared to consider increasing the 
U.S. investment in NATO’s defense. 
The speech, a highlight of the firs! 
stop on 
Mondale’s 
0-day tour of 
A m erica’s leading allies, was made 
behind closed doors, but copies were 
made available later. 
Mondale told the council: “n s easy 
to lose sight of the need for adequate 
defense,” particularly in a time of 
detente. “ Bul his need is inescapable. 
It 
demands 
ontinuing 
efforts 
in 
comm on,” he ’eclared. 
The vice president’s day .started with 
a promise to Belgian Prem ier Leon 
Tindernans that the European Com­ 
mon Market would have its own sep­ 


arate representative at the summit 
economic conference of leading in­ 
dustrial non-Communist nations this 
spring. 


Mondale and Tindernans met over 
breakfast. The vice president told 
reporters afterward the Belgian gave 
him “good wishes and many fine 
suggestions that we can use in the de­ 
velopment of our policies.” 


Mondale’s pledge that the Common 
Market would be represented by its 
own delegation at the sununit and not 
by its biggest mem bers was in re­ 
sponse to complaints of Belgium and 
other .smaller members that they were 
not properly represented at the two 
previous meetings held in France and 
Puerto Rico. 


Mondale said this first meeting of his 
10-day tour marked the start of a “very 
close, 
coop erativ e, 
respectful 
relationship with the governments of 
Western Europe.” 


The vice president’s schedule today 
also included meetings with leaders of 
the Dutch government, the Common 
Market and the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization. 
Mondale on his arrival in Brussels 
Sunday night said his mission is to 
make clear to Western Europe and 
Japan that the Carter administration 
seeks “the closest possible cooperative 
relationship with them .”

Thomas B. I juice, director of the 
White House Office of Management 
and Budget, is scheduled to appear 
before the committee on Thursday to 
outline details of the Carter adminis­ 
tration’s $23

programs. 
A vote was scheduled today in the 
Senate on a petition to cut off debate on 
a 
resolution 
expressing 
Senate 
disapproval of any am nesty 
for 
Vietnam war resisters. 
But backers of the resolution were 
uncertain they 
would pursue their 
effort because Carter got the jump on 
them by unexpectedly pardoning a 
broad range of draft resisters Friday. 
Even if passed, the resolution would 
not be binding on the President.

The Senate already had agreed to 
vote on Califano late today after two 
scheduled hours of deflate, most of 
which is likely to center on his position 
opposed to use of any federal funds for 
abortions. 
Sen. Robert Packwood, R-Ore., a 
leader of the opposition to Califano, 
contends that cutting off federal funds 
for abortions would have the effect of 
landing abortions to those wealthy 
enough to pay for them. 
Despite the opposition, Califano is 
expected to win confirmation by a wide 
margin. 
Marshall has run into opposition 
from Republican conservatives upset 
because he favors repeal of a section of 
the laft-H artiey Act which authorizes 
states to enact right-to-work laws. 
Repeal of the seciton is a longstanding 
goal of organized labor. 
A vote on Bell was scheduled for 
Tuesday with eight hours set aside for 
debate. The Atlanta lawyer and for­ 
m er federal judge also is expected to 
be confirmed, despite opposition from 
some civil rights groups.

The three votes against Bell cam e

WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Carter held his first business session 
today with his Cabinet and pledged to 
“run the affairs of the federal gov­ 
ernment through you” and to be 
“always available in person and by 
telephone.” 
Carter and his Cabinet members 
took seats around the long table in the 
White House Cabinet room 
A fire 
crackled in the fire place. 
“ This is going to be a learning 
process for all of us, especially at 
firs t,” C arter said and invited 
suggestions at any time for 
im­ 
provements in the way he runs what he 
has called his “ Cabinet administration 
of our government.” 
“ If there is a message you’d like to 
get to me I’m always available in 
person and by telephone," Carter said. 
. " I’m going to run the affairs of the fed­ 
eral government through you. This 
hasn't been the case in the past.” 
A dozen 
Cabinet 
members and 
Cabinet-level officers were sworn in 
Sunday at the White House, and Carter 
emphasized then that his White House 
staff will not dominate Cabinet sec­ 
retaries. Three more Cabinet m em ­ 
bers still await confirmation by the 
Senate. 
“The secretaries will 
run their 
departm ents,” Carter said as a dozen 
of his Cabinet-level officers took the 
oath of office Sunday in a White House 
ceremony. 
“ There will never be an instance, 
while I am 
President, 
when the 
members of the White House staff 
dominate or act rn a superior position 
to the members of our Cabinet,” the 
President said. “ When a directive is 
relayed from the White House to 


members of the Cabinet, it will indeed 
come directly from me.” 
Although Carter reserved major 
decisions 
as 
his 
constitutional 
prerogative and 
responsibility, 
he 
declared that otherwise he believes in 
a 
Cabinet administration of our 
government.” 
Carter had a busy day Sunday. He 
gave Vice President Walter F. Mon­ 
d a y a White House sendoff as Mondale 
opened a 10-day around-the-world tour. 
Mondale is meeting with NATO and 
Common Market officials in Belgium 
and will visit the heads of state in West 
Germany, Italy, England, France and 
Japan. 
The President also spent 2** hours at 
the F irst B aptist Church, where 
President Truman once worshipped. 
The Carters asked to join. By show of 
hands, church m em bers recom ­ 
mended them to the membership 
committee. 
Carter will teach adult Sunday 
school at the congregation, which is 174 
years old. His daughter, Amy, 9, will 
be baptized there. 
The Cabinet installation, by U.S. 
Supreme Court Chief Justice Warren 
E. Burger, was attended by families, 
guests and members of Congress. 
They applauded as the officials took 
the oath together, hands on Bibles held 
by their spouses. 
There were no ruffles, flourishes or 
“ Hail to the Chief.” Carter said he 
decided to forego them, apparently 
part of his effort to reduce the imperial 
image of the presidency. Instead, an 
orchestra in the White House foyer 
played “Georgia on My Mind.” 
Carter said he is proud of his 
Cabinet: “ It is a superb group.”

The first entry in the market — 
General Foods “ Cycle” brand — isn’t 
billed as a diet food. Instead, it con­ 
centrates on what are called the dif­ 
ferent life cycles of a dog and stresses 
that animals of different ages often 
have different nutritional needs. 


A growing puppy, for example, 
needs twice as much protein as an 
adult dog One variety of “ Cycle” was 
aimed at inactive, adult animals. 
Cycle is a canned dog food, but 
Advertising Age, the trade publication, 
reported in September that General 
Foods also was testing a dry variety of 
the same product. 


M eanwhile, R alston Purina Co. 
announced plans for its own diet food 
— “ Fit & Trim ” — a dry variety ad­ 
vertised as “lower in calories, lower in 
fat.” Purina statistics quoted by Ad­ 
vertising Age show that 72 per cent of 
dog-owning households have animals 
three years and older; 41 per cent say 
their dogs are overweight; and 62 per 
cent say they have inactive dogs who 
get little exercise. 


Americans spend almost $2 billion a 
year on dog food, and that doesn’t 
count the value of table scraps. 
A survey by the Pet Food Institute 
shows that in 1974, the industry used 
approxim ately 2.2 pounds of by­ 
products from m eat, poultry and 
seafood and 2.5 billion pounds of feed 
grains and grain by-products. 


Dry dog food, which is generally the 
cheapest, is the biggest seller — $861 
million worth rn 1975 — and has in­ 
creased its share of the m arket as con­ 
sumers tried to cut food budgets. 
Canned dog food accounted for about 
$642 million in sales in 1975, moist dog 
food was worth $290 billion and biscuits 
accounted for $82.5 million.

BOWLING GREEN, Ohio (AP) — 
An nearly 400 per cent increase in 
violent crimes by teenage girls in the 
last 16 years is being investigated by 
two Bowling Green State University 
professors.

Crimes against property increased 334 
per cent for girls, compared with 82

IXX1AN,Ohio (AP) — Temperatures 
hovered in the mid-20s and a bright sun 
found its way into the deepest hollows 
as upwards of 2,000 people took part in 
the annual mid-winter Hocking Hills 
State Park hike Saturday. 
Tem peratures that haven’t gone 
above freezing since Christmas helped 
the stream s and water falls in the park 
build spectacular ice formations along 
the six-mile route that mostly follows 
Hocking Creek through the park.

The 
white 
Mustang 
cruised the 
streets of Memphis slowly. Jam es Earl 
Ray was ready for his “one big lick.” 
The Memphis newspaper stated that 
Dr. 
Martin 
Luther King Jr. 
was 
.staying at the Lorraine Motel with his 
entourage. The Smiler had to find a 
room facing King’s quarters. 
A loser works twice as hard as a 
winner. Driving past the Lorraine, 
Ray surely noticed that the backs of 
sleazy rooming houses on Main Street 
looked down on King’s room. The 
distance was 225 feet. Staring through 
a rifle scope, the target would appear 
to be 32 feet distant. 
It is certain that he had help. His car 
trunk held men's clothing suitable for 
a short slender man — not Ray’s size. 
'Hie ashtray was deep with dead butts. 
Ray never smoked. The car carpet on 
the right front seat was thick with 
caked mud. Ray was obsessively neat. 
On April 1st, 1968, the Smiler had 
$10.50 in cash. Two days later he had 
$1,050 in his pocket. His anonymous 
boss told him how to get out of town: go 
a few blocks to the Arkansas — 
Riverside Drive, turn left, go down 
Route 55, make a right and drive 
across the Memphis-Arkansas Bridge 
and head for Birmingham. Or get on 78 
and into the state of Mississippi. 
There would be money. Ixits of it. An 
airline ticket was ready for a flight to 
Canada. From there to london. Then 
on to Lisbon for a final conference 
before flying to Rhodesia. The U.S. had 
no extradition treaty with Rhodesia. It 
was a place, he had been told, where 
the blacks “knew their place.’’ 
The rooming house on Main was a 
cheap, no-questions-asked, cash-in- 
advance place.

When 
he returned to Main, he found a

In Room 6-B, (Carles Stephens and 
his common-law wife heard the 
whispered footsteps in and out of the 
bathroom. Ray locked himself in. He 
stood in the bathtub, punched a rusty 
screen out and down into the yard, and 
raked the porch of the I Lorraine with 
the binoculars. Someone turned the

bathroom doorknob, and walked away. 
Someone came back. Ray said, “ In a 
minute!” His fingerprints were all 
over the windowsill, on the wall, and on 
the tub.

Snowmobile Patrol

- Two 
sheriff’s deputies have traded their 
squad cars for a pair of snowmobiles, 
helping people in trouble on frozen 
lakes and wooded trails and nabbing 
an occasional snow speeder. 
Richard Fenske and Robert Pavey 
of the Dane County sheriff’s office will 
be moving back into autos in the 
spring, but for now they’re enjoying 
their snowy patrol — despite the cold 
temperatures and bitter winds that 
surround them on the job. 


“It’s not easy when you’re out there 
writing a citation in the middle of a 
blizzard,” Pavey said. “When you’re 
on the road you’ve always got your car 
and some place to do your paper 
work.” 
Fenske, 40, and Pavey, 36, cruise the 
county’s hundreds of miles of lake and 
trail country much as other deputies 
patrol roadways. 


Their snowmobiles are 
equipped 
with flashing red lights, and “we’re 
getting sirens pretty soon,” Fenske 
said. 
The two 
officers said they’re 
sometimes so bundled up in bulky 
clothing, masks and helmets that their 
appearance prompts mirth among 
fellow officers. And they worry that ail 
their thermal wear could give them 
trouble retrieving weapons from

underneath. 
Fenske said he and his partner work 
“both as a law enforcement patrol and 
a safety patrol.” 
They have ticketed snowmobilers for 
such violations as not being certified, 
having an unregistered machine, 
reckless driving and passing too close 
to pedestrians. 
“We don’t hesitate to write citations, 
but we like to treat the public as they 
deserve

Speaking Of Your Health

Physicians rarely see patients who, 
in addition to their physical symptoms, 
do not also have some overtones of 
anxiety. 
This combination of fear and illness 
can be severely debilitating. Far too 
often, 
the 
anxieties 
are 
more 
destructive than the diseases which 
bring the patients to the doctors’ of­ 
fices. 
Sometimes, even 
mature 
people 
consider it to be a sign of weakness if 
they give vent to their emotional 
problems. Yet once they begin to 
express their fears to the doctor and 
relieve themselves of hidden anxieties, 
the basic problems of their physical 
health 
can 
more 
readily 
be 
un­ 
derstood. 
Physicians now know that the art of 
medicine is to recognize anxiety and to 
stimulate their patients to reveal their 
fears. 
There is no shame, in this hectic 
world of ours, to be burdened by 
neurotic tendencies. In fact, it is 
remarkable that so many people are 
able to cope with their problems, 
produce a good day’s work and carry 
on their family and social obligations. 
There are others, however, who are 
unable to be serviceable to them­ 


selves, to their families and to their 
community, because they continue to 
allow fear to luxuriate in darkness. 
The expression of anxiety to a doctor 
opens up new horizons for personal 
happiness and for emancipation from 
the burdens of fear. Physicians have 
learned that when they help patients to 
cope with the stresses of living there is 
greater ease of adjusting to both the 
physical and the emotional problems 
that surround them. 
The 
need 
for 
psychological 
guidance, if it is suggested by the 
doctor, 
should 
not 
be 
stubbornly 
resisted by the patient. Many are too 
vain to accept such a suggestion and 
state that they would “rather work it 
out” themselves. 
Deep-seated emotional problems are 
rarely worked out in this way. The 
kind, solicitous suggestions of family 
and friends may seem to be beneficial. 
The chances are greater, however, 
that emotional conflicts will continue 
to 
flourish 
in 
the 
absence 
of 
professional guidance.

Tyler, 56, sort of moonlights in his 
job as armorer when the opera season 
is running, from September through 
Christmas. He has his own theatrical 
lighting business. 
“The swords date from the 10th to 
19th centuries,” he said. “I keep them 
in good, fighting condition. We have to 
have so many of them because you 
couldn’t have two opposing armies 
facing each other on the stage wearing 
the same kind of swords.” 
Tyler also has to attend to the 
scabbards and the belts holding the 
swords. 
“Some of the opera performers have 
bay windows and I have to be sure the 
belts fit around them,” said Tyler. “I 
also usually make the blank bullets for 
the rifles. I use flash powder and some 
gun powder. When they are fired 
there’s a puff of smoke a flash and a 
bang.

Harsha 
Reports

“ President Gerald Ford’s final 
budget recommends continued support 
for the conservation and development 
of Southern Ohio’s vital 
water 
resources,” Congressman William H. 
Harsha said today. 


The Fiscal 1978 Budget request 
contains $16.7 million for seven im­ 
portant water resource development 
projects in or affecting Harsha’s Sixth 
Congressional District. 


Included as budget items for the 
Corps of Engineers Civil Works 
Program 
are 
funding 
recom­ 
mendations for Caesar Creek Lake, 
Alum Creek Lake, East Fork I.ake, 
Paint Creek I^ake, Deer Creek I,ake, 
the Chillicothe Floodway and Ohio 
River port development. 


In addition to funds for these public 
works projects, $3,5 million is being 
requested for a nationwide stream- 
bank erosion control, evaluation and 
demonstration program. 


Construction on three Sixth District 
streambaijjc erosion projects has 
already been approved under this 
program. Projects at Portsmouth and 
Moscow on the Ohio River and Milford 
on the Little Miami River were made 
possible through Harsha’s amendment 
to the Water Resources Development 
Act of 1974. 
The new budget also includes $70,000 
for investigations into the feasibility of 
additional navigation improvements in 
connection with the State of Ohio’s port 
development program along the Ohio 
River.

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Blaze Kills 
5 Children; 
2 Injured 


JACKSON CENTER, Ohio (A P) - 
Janet Cowart had to stay with neigh­ 
bors Sunday night when released from 
the hospital. Her home was destroyed 
in a fire earlier in the day that killed 
five of her seven children. The sur­ 
viving two remained in intensive care. 
Firemen said the blaze that swept 
through the house about 9 a m. started 
under a water heater. Flames quickly 
blocked the woman’s downstairs exit 
and trapped all of the children up­ 
stairs. 
The 32-year-old woman, who lived 
alone with her children, crawled to 
safety through the bathroom window 
next to her bedroom. Two children 
were able to survive because a pass­ 
erby had a ladder on his truck, firemen 
said. 
Plumber Marvin Rostorfer said he 
was going to a trouble call when Mrs. 
Cowart stopped him. “ She said her 
children were trapped in the house. 
Fire was coming out all over the 
place,” Rostorfer said. 
“ Neighbors said two kids were 
standing at one of the upstairs win­ 
dows,” he said. 
“ We tried to get them to jump, but 
the girl apparently had passed out. The 
boy was pretty close to going under,” 
said Rostorfer. He then remembered 
the ladder on his truck. 
“ I went up and got the girl out, but 
she slipped from my hands and fell,” 
he said. Ruth Smith, 14, was in the 
intensive care unit of a Sidney hospital 
with injuries resulting from the 15-foot 
fall. 
“ The boy got out on his own okay,” 
Rostorfer said. Russell Smith, ll, was 
held at the hospital for observation. 
“ By the time I got them out, the 
smoke was too heavy for me to get to 
the others,” the plumber said. 
Firemen recovered the bodies of 
Betty Smith, 16; Brenda Smith, 13; 
Julie Smith, IO; David Cowart, 7, and 
Carrie Cowart, 4, Shelby County 
deputies said. 
Firemen said the name differences 
resulted from the woman’s two 
marriages. 


Persons in trouble are often advised 
to “talk to your clergyman." If you do, 
how confidential is the conversation? 
Could the clergyman be forced to 
reveal your secrets in a court of law? 


Under the common law rule, he 
could indeed. Such statements, unlike 
a client’s statements Is to attorney, 
were not considered “ privileged.” 


However, most states have now 
changed that rule. Today, almost 
everywhere, your secrets would be 
safe. 
“ The fundamental thought,” a court 
explained, “ is that one may safely 
consult his spiritual adviser. When any 
person enters that secret chamber, 
civil authority turns away its ear.” 
Nevertheless, the privilege of 
confidentiality is kept within careful 
limits. For example, protection does 
not extend to statements made outside 
the regular discipline of the church. 
In one case a man confided to a 
minister that he was involved in an 
adulterous affair. But the disclosure 
occurred during a casual conversation 
on the sidewalk. A court ruled later 
that this 
information 
was 
not 
privileged, since it had not been 
conveyed 
in the course 
of 
a 
professional relationship. 
Furthermore, the privilege does not 
apply if the speaker did not have 
secrecy in mind. 
In another case a man arrested for 
wife beating asked a minister to 
deliver a message to the wife, asking 
her to drop charges. Could this 
message be brought out in the court­ 
room? 
Yes, ruled the judge, because the 
man’s instructions showed he did not 
consider the message strictly between 
himself and the minister. 
“ The 
mere 
fact 
that 
a 
com­ 
munication is made to a lawyer, doctor 
or priest does not of itself make (it) 
privileged,” said the court. “ It (also! 
must have been made under such 
circumstances as to imply that it 
should forever remain a secret in the 
breast of the adviser.”

The rule book, currently being 
compiled by the legislative Reference 
Bureau, could run as long as six 
volumes with 500 pages each, ac­ 
cording to LH B spokeswoman Mary 
Ann Orlinksi. 
It will be published in looseleaf 
binder form by Banks Baldw in 
Publishing Co., and while estimates 
are not final, it’s expected to be 
mostly, Miss Orlinksi says. 
If you can’t wait for the complete 
set, individual pages are already 
available at 5 cents each from the 
reference bureau. The book itself will 
be updated as new regulations are 
established and old ones dropped. 
The 78 agencies that have filed rules 
thus far range from cabinet level 
departments like transportation and 
public welfare, to such little known en­ 
tities as the 
Accountancy

Embalmers and Funeral Directors, 
and the County Sheriff’s Standard Car 
Marking and Uniform Commission.

ROM E (A P) — Italy’s lower house of 
parliament has passed one of Western 
Europe's most liberal abortion laws to 
replace a Mussolini-era ban on abor­ 
tions as a crime against the purity of 
the Italian race. 
The measure, strongly opposed by 
the Roman Catholic church and the 
ruling Christian Democratic party, 
would give women the final say on 
abortions within the first three months 
of pregnancy. 
A coalition of parties ranging from 
Communists to conservative Liberals 
passed the law 310-2% in Italy’s House 
of Deputies on Friday. It now goes to 
the Senate, where the coalition is 
weaker but probably strong enough to 
pass the bill. 
‘‘Demagogic 
pressures 
have 
overcome a truly deep reflection and 
recognition of the values in play,” said 
the Vatican newspaper L ’Osservatore 
Romano. It asked Catholics to rise 
above ‘‘this perm issive, agnostic, 
individualistic, alienated age.” 
Flam ino 
Piccoli, head of the 
Christian Democrats in the lower 
house, called the law a “ profound 
wound to the spirit of our people.” 
The new law would permit abortion 
to avoid “ serious danger for the 
physical or mental health of the 
woman in relation to her state of 
health, to her economic, social or 
family 
condition 
or 
to 
the 
cir­ 
cumstances in which she conceived, or 
in anticipation of abnormalities or 
malformations in the baby to be bom.” 
A woman wanting an abortion would 
have to consult a doctor, but could 
make 
her own 
decision 
after 
a 
required week of reflection. 
After the first 90 days of pregnancy, 
doctors would have to certify abortions 
and could do so only if they saw danger 
to the life of the mother or risk of 
malformation in the fetus. 
“ Some judge this law too per­ 
missive, others too restrictive,” said 
Communist party leader Enrico 
Berlinguer. 
‘‘The 
m ajority 
of 
parliament is inclined to consider it 
right and balanced. 
“ We hope that all, even those who 
are opposed to the law, will commit 
them selves 
to this 
end,” 
said 
Berlinguer, who noted that the law 
urged every effort to avoid abortions 
through birth control. 
Abortion has long been a heated 
issue in Italian politics and efforts by 
Christian Democrats and Neo-fascists 
to block liberalizaton helped bring 
down Italy’s government last year. 
In the national elections that 
followed, last June, power shifted to

the left and gave Communists 228 of 
the 630 seats in Italy’s lower house. 
The Christian Democrats have 260 
seats rn the chamber, giving Premier 
Giulo Andreotti a minority govern­ 
ment which has been able to function 
only with the cooperation of the 
Communists. 


Scandinavian nations are the only 
European countries with abortion laws 
more liberal than the Italian proposal. 
Abortion is still illegal in Belgium and 
Holland. Britain and West Germany 
require a doctor’s consent. In France, 
women can opt for abortion only until 
the 10th week of pregnancy.

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Bird Feeding Urged By 


DAYTON, Ohio (AP) - It’s finals 
week for the 40,000 students in Dayton 
public schools. Just how final remains 
to be seen. 
Dayton Public Schools Supt. John 
Maxwell said late Sunday that chances 
of remaining open beyond the test 
week are “bleak” and “dark,” even 
with Gov. James A. Rhodes’ declar­ 
ation earlier in the day of a statewide 
energy emergency. 
Maxwell said the gloomy picture 
was painted by state officials including 
Rhodes who indicated in a weekend 
meeting that Dayton schools would tx* 
allowed to 
finish 
the five days 
remaining in this semester before 
Rhodes takes administrative steps to 
allow him to order school closings. 
With Rhodes allowing 
Dayton 
schools to finish the semester, about 
300 seniors will be able to graduate as 
expected at the end of the week, 
Maxwell said. 
Schools in the 24-county area served 
by Dayton Power & Iighl Co. had been 
faced with the possibility of a state-or­ 
dered 30-day closure, but Rhodes on 
Sunday 
opted 
to 
declare 
an 
emergency, not a crisis, so he lacked 
the authority to close schools. Almost 
all the area's schools would be open 
Monday, Maxwell said. 
“I think we’re going to lie shut 
down,” Maxwell predicted Saturday 
after the meeting with Rhodes. 
“We will not disobey any orders. We 
will continue with our educating on a 


day-to-day basis until we have a 
directive to close from the governor,” 
he said, indicating such a mandate is 
expected at the end of the week. 
“It sounded to me like they wanted 
to treat all cities and schools the 
same,” he said. 


Despite the availability of an 
adequate propane gas supply to 
remain open most of the winter, 
Maxwell said, “we can’t be open if ifs 
going to put the kids’ daddies out of 
work.” 
“If our parents who work in industry 
are out of work and we’re still in 
school, that would be bad public 
relations and we couldn’t go with it. If 
they’re not working, they’re not paying 
taxes and if they’re not paying taxes 
there’s no money for school. It’s a 
round robin,” said Maxwell. 
DP&L has already shut off natural 
gas to about 2,000 commercial 
customers. It serves 1.3 million 
residential users in the 24 counties. 
Maxwell had proposed to Rhodes 
that he order a 15-day closing instead 
of a 30-day schools shutdown, and then 
evaluate the results at the end of the 
two weeks. 


“We have no choice," the governor 
answered. “It’s not a question of what 
we want. Two weeks of closing won’t 
save the gas that’s needed.” 
State schools Supt. Martin Essex 
complained that a 30-day school 
closing could cause other problems.

Ohioans can brighten up the snow- 
covered winter landscape with color, 
sound and natural beauty at a nominal 
cost by providing food for birds. 
“With Ohio in the midst of an un­ 
seasonably cold, snowy winter, natural 
winter food for birds is even more 
scarce and hard for them to find,” said 
Robert W. Tester, Director of the Ohio 
Department of Natural Resources. 
“Ohioans can help keep birds alive 
and healthy during the severe weather 
by providing food, putting them in 
better condition for the breeding 
season.” 


The easiest way to feed birds is to 
place the food on the ground or in the 
brush. By placing the bird feed in the 
brush, predators are less likely to be 
attracted to the feed. This method of 
bird feeding will attract ground 
feeding birds such as doves, juncos 
and towhees. 
To attract a mixture of birds, a 
simple above-the-ground feeding 
station can be used. Platform feeders 
bring the birds up to an eye level where 
they are easier to see while a window- 
shelf feeder allows close-up ob­ 
servation of birds from your side of the 
window. Hopper feeders offer the 
advantage of holding several day's 
supply of food, mainly grains. 


These above-the-ground feeders are 
available commercially or many can 
be 
constructed 
from 
discarded 
household goods. Used bleach jugs, 
glass jars or metal cans make ex­ 
cellent bird feeders with just a little 
modification. Onion and potato sacks 
also make good suet holders. 
“Many birds have specialized food 
habits and unless these are met, they 
will not be attracted to a feeding 
station,” Teater said. 
Feeding birds can be accomplished 
at nominal cost. Just a few seeds and a 
small home-made feeder will repay 
you many times in the pleasure and 
interest it brings. 


Grease or bacon drippings mixed 
with seeds or suet attracts nuthatches, 
woodpeckers and other birds that feed 
on insects and insect grubs during the 
winter. 
Nut meats are choice foods for 
cardinals, 
catbirds, 
chickadees, 
crossbills, goldfinches, grosbeaks, 
nuthatches, titmice, woodpeckers, 
jays and juncos. 
Dry seeds such as corn, grasses and 
weeds are eaten by bobwhites, car­ 
dinals, doves, goldfinches, grackles, 
jays, juncos, pheasants, redpolls, 
siskins, sparrows, thrashes and 
towhees. 


Berries and fruits are important 
foods to bluebirds, catbirds, flickers, 
mockingbirds, robins, thrashes and 
brushers. 
“If you decide to feed birds this 
winter, don’t interrupt or stop the. 
feeding because the birds will depend 
on you for much of their winter food,”

they started asking them why they 
were against me. 
“The people told council to ‘give the 
kid a chance.'” 
A Bowling Green State University 
accounting major, Myers faces having 
to find solutions to some serious prob­ 
lems for the community of 1,100. But 
Myers thinks his age has been an 
advantage. 
In 1975, for instance, the Ohio 
Environmental Protection Agency 
ordered Liberty Center to install 
sewers and until last March, the town 
struggled to get money for the project 
from the federal government. 
“It seems that our request shot right 
through after I was elected,” he said, 
explaining that publicity of his election 
probably speeded approval. 
Myers has helped obtained a federal 
grant for development of a new village 
park and has hired a more experienced 
police chief for the town’s two-man 
force. 
His long range goals include 
securing more money for the park and 
holding down utility costs, especially 
for the elderly and those on fixed in­ 
comes. 
But most of all he wants to improve 
liberty Center’s water supply, which 
residents complain has a sulfurous 
taste. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Consumers 
will see plenty of beef, poulty, pork and 
milk on grocery shelves next month, 
another indication that farmers have 
stepped up production of basic food 
commodities for the past year, the 
Agriculture Department said today. 
The forecast was in a monthly “Food 
Marketing Alert” report sent to large- 
volume food buyers such as schools, 
hospitals and other institutions. 
By U.S. definition, used in the report, 
plentiful means “more than enough for 
requirements” while adequate in­ 
dicates there will be “enough to meet 
needs" of consumers. A light designa­ 
tion means “less than adequate” and 
therefore not enough 
for normal 
requirements. 
The report also said that new sup­ 
plies of fresh citrus fruits and juices 
will be plentiful in February, but of- 
ficals said the assessment was made 
before the new blast of freezing weath­ 


er reached into Florida orange groves. 
A USDA spokesman said the freeze 
damage's impact on national citrus 
supplies and retail prices has not yet 
been determined. 


Although the February beef supply 
is classified as plentiful, it will be down 
6 to 8 per cent from the record levels of 
a year ago when cattle producers were 
thinning their herds rapidly to coun­ 
teract further market price declines. 


As farmers and ranchers sent more 
cattle to market, retail beef prices 
declined steadily last year, but began 
rising late last fall as the cutbacks took 
hold. Thus, retail beef prices in 
December averaged nearly $1.39 a 
pound on an all-cut basis used by 
USDA to indicate price changes. That 
was up about a penny from November, 
according to preliminary figures. In 
December, 1975, beef was nearly $1.51 
a pound.

weekend. “ Most criticism 
comes from people who don’t 
know what they are talking 
about. 
“I don’t read sports sec­ 
tions in the off-season. I am a 
businessman. I am so totally 
out of football now I couldn’t 
tell you who is where or when. 
I’ll leave that to people in the 
taverns. 
“I don’t need to answer 
anybody.” 
The boyish-faced Georgian 
had no sooner reactivated the 
old cry of "He can’t win the 
big one” by failing for the 
third time to engineer a Super 
Bowl victory than he stepped 
on another land mine by 
declining to play in the Pro 
Bowl. 
His explanation was that 
his right knee was injured. 
The excuse appeared lame 
when he was seen briskly 
walking the fairways of the 
Tucson National Golf Club as 
a TV commentator the day 
before the Pro Bowl and 
swapping quips with 
Bob 
Hope on a postbowl television 
special. 
Tarkenton’s contempor­ 
aries weren’t particularly 
happy, insisting that he owed 
it to the game to show up at 
the Pro Bowl, a sort of con­ 
solation which raises money 
for the players’ pension fund. 
Tarkenton can shrug off the 
Super Bowl disaster and his 
detractors as of no earth- 
shaking consequence. But 
there are deeper implications 
to the postseason drama. 
Statistically, Tarkenton is 
pro football’s No. I quar­ 
terback — King of the Hill, 
most pass attempts, most 
completions, most yardage, 
most everything. Yet he was 
more of a technician than an 
inspirational leader in the 
title shootout — tentative, at 
times frantic as the Oakland 
Raiders crushed the Vikings 
32-14. 
Tarkenton must have felt 
some humiliation although 
the defeat had to be shared by 
all the Vikings. If ever there 
was a chance for a guy to 
show the true temper of his 
mettle, it came afterward. 
It’s the code of the game — 


in sports as in life. Knocked 
down, get up and keep swing­ 
ing. Fall off a horse or wreck 
a bike, arise immediately and 
remount. Don’t hide. Snap 
back. 
It may have been inex­ 
cusable for Stabler, the 
winner, and other healthy 
men to shun the Pro Bowl. 
For Tarkenton, the shattered 
Super Bowl loser, it was 
unthinkable. He should have 
shown up — even if on 
crutches. He could have 
thrown just one pass. Coach 
Chuck Knox would have in­ 
sulated him from danger. 
There are people in sports 
who seem to rise to ‘the big 
moment.” Chris Evert says 
she wins in tennis because she 
is tougher on crucial points. 
Muhammad Ali may be a 
buffoon at times but he draws 
upon some hidden reservoir 
when faced with a tough foe. 
Joe Namath almost single- 
handedly inspired the un­ 
derdog New York Jets to their 
surprise win over Baltimore 
in Super Bowl III. 
Tarkenton, to crown his 
greatness, must prove he has 
fire as well as disdain and 
disability.
